_your committee the resignation of Miss M, H. Pillsbury 
from the School Board near the close of the fall term. 
Thoroughly equipped for the work, she did it faithfully 
and her earnest and efficient co-operation with the 
teachers has contributed much to the welfare and edu- 
cational work of our schools. 


The vacancy was filled by the appointment of Mrs. 

Mary K. Gordon. We have endeavored so far as we 

Re have been able, to carry on the work as outlined by 
3 Miss Pillsbury. } 


-Six schools have been in session thirty weeks each 
during the financial year ending Feb. 15, 1901. (It will 
be noted that the accompanying statistics are for the re- 
gular school year which ended August 1, 1900). Sixof 
the seven female teachers employed are residents of 
New London. Five are graduates of Colby Academy, 
all save one have had more or less previous experience 
in teaching, and with one exception each school has 
been under the care of the same teacher for the entire 
year. 


The progress in some of the schools has been re- 
tarded by the irregular attendance of scholars especially 
during the winter term. We believe facts would nct 
justify many of these absences. Only by constant at- 
tendance are the best results obtained and nothing of
